T he Yukcm lte C om m issio n —Second Duy’s 
P roceed in gs. 
San 
F ra n c is c o , September 28th.—The 
new Commissioners met at the office of W ill­ 
iam Ashburner at 10 o'clock this morning, 
Governor Perkins presiding. 
The minutes of the meeting of yesterday 
show that the demand made upon William 
Ashburner for the books and pa¡>ers of the 
Commission was refused. 
Mr. Ashburner is 
contesting the legality of the appointment of 
the new Commission. 
Mr. Mills introduced á resolution forbid­ 
ding the Guardian of the Valley to solicit in 
favor of any hotel on the line of travel. 
The 
resolution was adopted. 
Mr. Mills also introduced a resolution pro­ 
hibiting the sale of liquors in the valley as 
early as is consistent with existing leases. 
This provoked a spirited di-cussion, at the 
close of which Mr. Mills asked leave to with­ 
draw his resolution, as it did not cover the 
whole ground and provide for every contin­ 
gency. 
The resolution was accordingly with­ 
drawn. 
The Board then chose a standing Commit­ 
tee on Ku'es and By-Laws, as follows : J. P. 
Jackson. Mr. Ladd and Rev. Mr. Briggs. 
Mr. Mills offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, that it was the sentiment of the 
Commission that all toll roads aud trails lead­ 
ing into the valley should be free to tourists 
at the earliest possible moment. 
Considerable discussion ensued in regard to 
the visit of the President to the valley, and 
the steps proper to 1). ’aken by the Commis­ 
sion in the matter, b t nothing definite was 
reached. 
Lots having been drawn for the long term», 
the following Commissioners were drawn to 
serve four years : A. J. Meany, J. I,. Suerry, 
W. C. Priest, I. W . Raymond 
The follow- 
irg are to serve two years : 
.T. P. Jackson, 
W. H. Mills, J- S. Ladd, M. C. Briggs. 
A recess was then taken until 2 l\ 11. 


[SECOND 
DISPATCH.] 
S an F ra n c is c o , September 28th.—Upon 
reassembling, an offer wa3 made from the 
proprietors of “ The Cosmopolitan” of Yo- 
semite Valley, to remove the building known 
as the “ Folsom Building” to their lot aud 
attach it to the Cosmopolitan as a i cading- 
room, ladies’ parlor 
and 
Commissioners’ 
office, at their own expense and keep the im­ 
provements in good repair. 
Raymond, on behalf of the old Commission­ 
ers, entered a formal protest against removing 
any building, denying the right of the new 
Commissioners to change or destroy any prop­ 
erty belonging to the State. 
Mills in tro d u ced a resolution, recitiD g that 
a p ro p er ca r e of the valley requires such prun­ 
ing aud removal of tr e e s and undergrowth as 
w ill open up landscape v ie w s. 
Adopted. 
The Guardian of the Valley was instructed 
to inquire and report upon the feasibility of 
removing fallen leaves and branches of trees, 
as a precaution against fire in the Mariposa 
Grove of Big Tree3. 
The sum of 820 per month was appropria­ 
ted for office rent of the Secretary. 
The Guardian of the Valley was instructed 
to go to the valley and at once enter upon 
his duties, collect rents, etc., and iu case of 
the refusal of any one to pay rent to report to 
the Executive Committee, who are instructed 
to bring action for recovery. 
The Guardian of the Valley appointed by 
the old Commissioners reported that he would 
ieturn to the valley and enter upon the dis­ 
charge his duties. 
There are two Boards, each with its own 
organization, including two Guardians of the 
Valley. 
During the sitting of the Baard a tenant 
from the valley entered the room and stated 
that he owed the State 8500 fir rent. 
Governor Perkins told him that Mr. Briggs, 
the Secretary of the new Board, would re­ 
ceive the money and receipt for it. 
J. W. Raymond notified the tenant that if 
he paid the money to Mr. Briggs proceedings 
would lie taken to compel him to also pay 
it to Mr. Ashburner, Secretary of the old 
Board. 
Ashburner was present, and announced 
himself ready to receive the money. 
The tenant paid it to Mr. Briggs, saying 
he wr.uld take the chances on having to p>y 
it twice. 
Adjourned to meet at the call of the Exec­ 
utive Committee.

TURKEY AND THE POWERS. 
The sudden cbotinacy of the Porte, and 
its determined refusal to cede Dulcigno, 
must force the Powers to decide how far 
they will go with the policy of coercion. 
A point has now been reached iu the East­ 
ern question from which it is difficult to 
retreat at all, and impossible to retreat 
without producing disastrous results. The 
Porte is making its la t 
aot alone for 
the preservation of empire, but for the 
maintenance of its ascendancy as the 
spiritual head of Islam. 
Its claims in 
that connection have been for some time 
reluctantly admitted by many Mo' am- 
medan states and peoples, and should the 
Sultan fail to sus‘ain him3elf against 
the European coalition his prestige will be 
shattered, and his title to the Caliphate 
will be repudiated. The Porte lias long 
perceived this danger, and has ever since 
the close of its war with Russia been 
seeking to influence the followers o: Islam 
in all parts of the world. Its agents have 
b en actively employed in India and Arabia 
as veil as throughout tbs Ottoman Empire, 
and strenuous efforts have been made to 
excite a holy war. Hitherto the responses 
made to these appeals have been slow and 
hesitating. The Mohammedan races have 
been watching the struggle between Turkey 
and Europe, and they have waited to 
see if the former would be afeie to sustain 
it- pretensions. The efforts of the Sultan's 
worst advisers have, however, been so far 
effective as to inflime the fanaticism of 
tin Moslems, wh rever the population is of 
mixed faiths, and the result is that the 
Christians throughout the Ottoman prov- 
111 s are expose 1 not only to ; rsecutionw 
but to a pressing danger of massacre. This 
is notably the case in Asia Minor, where 
for many years the Turks and Armenians 
li-. d peaceably and pleasantly together, but 
wlu re the latter are now being cruelly 
abusa ! and maltreated. And this is a main 
reason why any indication of infirmity 
of purpose on the part of the Powers at 
tb present juncture would produce dis­ 
astrous results. For a retreat on their 
part would certainly be construed as a 
triumph for Islam, and would almost 
certainly be the signal for outbreaks aud 
massacres of Christians everywhere. There 
is no doubt that Russia has repeatedly 
availed herself of Moslem fanaticism to 
foment just such uprisings, and that she 
was actively engaged in the preparation 
of the lJulgarian massacres which afforded 
the excuse she wanted for the last war 
upon Turkey. But the Powers have 
much 
to 
lose 
and 
nothing 
to 
gain 
by 
vacillation 
now. 
If 
they 
strike hard and quickly the power of 
the Porte will be shatter, d, and the Christ­ 
ians of Turkey will be rrprieved. If they 
refrain from striking it is probable that the 
ill effects of their hesitation will before 
long compel armed intervention, but in 
that case the Christians will have been 
uselessly sacrificed. It is clear that the 
Porte must Ire dealt with firmly. The 
Sultan cannot be trusted in anything. He 
is the mere creature of bad advisers, who 
seek only to perpetuate conditions which 
facilitate the plunder of the empire. 
England above all cannot nfford to renounce 
her assumed protectorate of Asia Minor. 
Already she has laid up against herself a 
heavy burden of obligations neglected in 
that quarter. The present intervention is 
her policy, moreover, and she is bound to 
carry it to the end. There is no longer 
any middle course. The Sultan must be 
humbled, and if necessary crushed. He is 
apparently trying to draw down upon him­ 
self a second Navarino, and be should not 
be balked. The Powers have put their 
hands to the plow, and they cannot turn 
back. It is not possible to avoid subse­ 
quent complications, but at present the 
Treaty of Berlin must lie vindicated, and 
if the Sultan chooses war rather than sub­ 
mission he should have it, short, sharp and 
.decisive. 


It may loe seriously questioned whether 
auy Democrat at the present time is 
cap .ble of defining the political faith of 
bis party. It is no longer possible to refer 
inquirers io the national platform of prin­ 
ciples, far w hile those principles are them­ 
selves changed from year to year, it is no­ 
torious that they do not represent the 
position of auy considerable body of the 
organization, aud that they are flatly op- 
pc vd in many partí of the country. Nor 
is it possible to allege that the national 
platform represents the central policy of 
the party, for it is plain that the Demo­ 
cratic leaders arc not guided by it at all, 
aud it lias recently been made manifest 
that the Democratic candidate for the Pre­ 
sidency thinks it entirely unimportant to 
maintain even a show of consistency with 
it. The Cincinnati Corivention declared 
that it pledged the party to “ honest 
“ money,” aud “ the strict maintenance of 
“ the public faith, State and national,’ to­ 
gether with “ a tariff for revenue only.” 
But the Democrats have seized every op­ 
portunity to fuse with the advocates of fiat 
money aud repudiation of the national en­ 
gagements, and this tendency has been em­ 
phasized by the general Democratic ratifi­ 
cation of the Greenback victory in Maine. 
When General Hancock heard that a 
Gicenbacker had been elected Governor of 
Maine, he sent him a dispatch saying, 
“ Accept my congratulations on the glori- 
“ ious results of your campaign. It will 
“ inspire our friends with confidence and 
“ strengthen them in the preliminary bat- 
“ ties which remain to be fought else- 
“ where, and which need all of our forces.” 
What did General Hancock mean by this? 
In it he identifies the Greenback with the 
Democratic interests in the most direct 
manner ; yet if the Democratic professions 
were honest there could be no sympathy 
between them and the Greenbackers. 
There is no evading this consideration. 
The course of General Hancock and his 
party proves that neither he nor they are 
honest and sincere. It proves that the 
Cincinnati declarations have no signifi­ 
cance ; that the Democracy never had any 
intention of keeping its pledge in regard 
to honest money; that that pledge was 
given for no higher purpose than to cajole 
the credulous; and that for the sake of 
securing the offices the party is to-day 
ready to ally itself with repudiators aud 
currency quacks ofallkinds, utterly reckless 
oí principle or honor or self-respect or the 
interests of the country. The one leading 
characteristic of the Democratic campaign, 
in fact, is its shameless and audacious 
dishonesty, and we are compelled to add 
that General Hancock has shown himself 
a very pliant and subservient abettor of 
this abandonment of principle. His own 
letter of acceptance was a phenomenal 
example of claptrap and cant. His pre­ 
tense of veneration for the freedom of the 
ballot wa3 little short of an outrage. Per­ 
haps it is not surprising that a candidate 
who, relying almost wholly upon the sup­ 
pression of free institutions for his success, 
thus professes a special regard for the very 
doctrines he is engaged in repudiating, 
should display the same intellectual crook­ 
edness in the financial issue ; but it is cer­ 
tainly a fresh reason for refusing to put 
faith in him or his party. 
Whoever will take the paius to examine 
and compare Democratic utterances in 
different parts of the country, will, how­ 
ever, quickly reach the conclusion that the 
party has no longer any cardinal principles 
which it dare avow, and that it is ani­ 
mate 1 by but one universal and harmo­ 
nious desire, namely, the love of spoils. 
Nevtw before has the assumption of virtue 
and consistency been so boldly discarded 
by a political organization as by the De­ 
mocracy in this campaign. It dares not 
aud doe3 not advocate any one of the prin­ 
ciples which it has put in its national plat­ 
form. It is false to its professions on the 
currency. It is frise to its professions on 
the freedom of the ballot. It is talse to 
its professions on the tariff. It is false to 
its professions on the strict maintenance of 
the public faitli. But it goes about with 
iUsoul in its hand, offering it to every 
comer, and when it cannot make a 
bargain it will even debase itself by 
embracing those who spurn 
its alli­ 
ance.

Maine 
it 
secured 
no 
concession from the Greenbackers, but it 
abjectly abandoned all its own principles, 
and went and brought up the rear of their 
tight, (or the mean satisfaction of claiming 
as a Democratic victory what had nothing 
Democratic about it. From Hancock down 
to the last little cross-roads politician this 
demoralization is manifest. They are all 
ready to trade away their professed convic­ 
tions, to adopt the opposite views to those 
t ey have called their own, to grovel in the 
mire of tergiversation, for the sake of the 
offices. They have struck hands with the 
Southern Brigadiers, ami have guaranteed 
to baud over the colored voters to the lat­ 
ter, and to stand by and sec Liberty out­ 
raged all through the South, in order that 
their miserable greed of 
place may 
lie gratified. 
They have ceased to have 
auy beli-t 
of 
their own, and they 
are no longer able to define their 
position. A Democrat to-day ia simply a 
man who opposes the Republicans, and 
tint is all there is of him. He is not 
identified with any well-settled doctrine, 
for his party has surrendered or flung 
overboard all its principles, one after the 
other. He is a mere office-seeker, yearn­ 
ing for a “ change” in the federal patron­ 
age. It is impossible to treat such a party 
with the respect that sincerity and earnest­ 
, ness of belief are entitled to. It is only 
possible to hold up its flagrant and un­ 
blushing dishonesty to public scorn, aud to 
ask sober-minded men if they think such 
an organization cai be trusted to govern 
the country, and to determine the import­ 
ant issues which are awaiting settlement. 


simply to raise the largest possible revenue, 
and so duties were clapped indiscriminately 
on to hundreds of articles without any 
thought or care for the consequences. The 
real Protectionists, who believe in the 
doctrine upon principle, are no more de­ 
fenders of the tariff as-it is than are Free 
Traders. All who have studied the ques­ 
tion have long ago become convinced that 
a radical revision of it is demanded. Its 
present tendencies are mainly paralyzing 
aud restrictive. It operates to control the 
field of American productive industry. It 
shuts our merchants and manufacturers out 
from foreign markets. It produces those 
alternations of glut and famine which 
demoralize our markets and which develope 
into panics and crashes. Its influence is 
almost wholly mischievous, and it acts asa 
constant drain upon the wages of the 
working-classes. 
For these reasons it 
would have been more satisfactory had the 
New York Irish-Americaus based their at­ 
tachment to the Republican party on some 
other ground. 


THE ARKANSAS REPUDIATION. 
It appears, at length, that the repudia­ 
tion amendment to the Arkansas Constitu­ 
tion has been rejected by a small majority. 
It would be a mistake to suppose that this 
Í3 a vindication of the honor of the State, 
however, for she has already repudiated 
more than half her obligations, and the 
only question was whether she should 
make a clean sweep. It is perhaps worth 
while to recall the circumstance that when 
it was generally believed that the amend­ 
ment had been carried, and consequently 
that the disgrace of Arkansas was com­ 
plete, Geueral Hancock sent a message con­ 
gratulating the Democratic managers upon 
their victory, and hailing it as augury of 
his success. This serves to show how much 
the Democratic professions of financial 
good faith really mean, and what their 
chief exponent thinks of them.

THE IRISH-AMERICANS AND THE TARIFF. 
W’e arc glad that the Irish-Americans of 
New York have made up their minds to 
vote the Republican ticket this fall, but 
sorry that they have based their determi­ 
nation upou the Protective policy of the 
Republican party. 
It is no doubt true 
that the friends of Free Trade have noth­ 
ing to hope for from the Democracy, for 
this was demonstrated in the cowardly 
evasion of their traditional principles by 
tiiat party at the last session of Congress.

At present, however, it cannot be 
even said that we have a Protective sys­ 
tem. The tariff was framed purely as a 
war measure. No economic principles en­ 
tered into its compcsitioD.

Was introduced as President of the main 
meeting, and said : 
Ladies and G ‘ tleiuen : I hope we may be able 
to have quiet ami order here. It is not important 
so far as anything til at I will have to say to you is 
concerned, because . shall not be able to make many 
of you hoar; bat after mo comes 8|>eakers whom T 
know you will a’l be g ltd to bear, and you can do 
so by -cepille quiet and orderly. Not líeme accus­ 
tomed to speaking publicly, I have drawn off a few 
word, that I will say in advance of the gentleman 
who is to follow me. 
Taking a roll of manuscript from his pocket, 
the General rea 1 : 
In view of the known character and ability of the 
speaker who is to add ess you to day, ami his long 
public career and association with the leading states­ 
men < f the country for the post twenty years, it 
would not be becoming in me to detain you w ith 
many remarks of my own ; but it may be proper for 
me to account to you, on tile first oc.asion of my 
presiding at a political meeting, for “ the faith that 
is iu me." I am a Republican, :,s the two great po­ 
litical parties are now divided, Iwcause the Republi­ 
can party is a national party, seeking the greatest 
good to the greatest number of its citizens. There is

On Saturday last Theodore Glancey, 
editor of the Santa Barbara Press, was 
fatally shot by Clarence Gray, Republican 
candidate for District Attorney of Santa 
Barbara county. The quarrel which cul­ 
minated in the tragedy grew out of au at­ 
tack which the Press made upon the 
character of (fray who, it declared, had a 
reputation which made him wholly unlit 
for the nomination. The Press character­ 
ized him as a hoodlum and law-breaker, 
and the cowardly and cold-blooded manner 
in which he attacked his victim is of itself 
sufficient evidence to substantiate the 
truthfulness of the Press. Mr. Glancey 
was a man of enthusiastic Republican prin­ 
ciples, aDd a journalist of perfect candor 
and integrity. 
He opposed the nomi­ 
nation of Gray as a duty, and because he 
believed such a course to be to the best in­ 
terests of the party. That his bravery, in 
defending what he thought was right, ex­ 
tended to rashness, is plainly evidenced by 
his neglect to prepare for the assault which 
he might well have expected after having 
been forewarned by such a ruffian as Gray, 
by his pa3t acts, had proven himself to he. 
But whatever might have been the grounds 
for the charges against his reputation, 
Gray was certainly not justified in rectify­ 
ing the wrong in the manner he did, and 
however he may fare at the hands of the 
law, he will be looked upon by the world 
as a cold-blooded murderer, and his escape 
from the gallows will lie regarded as a 
mockery of justice, law and society.—

ruB L it Opin io n.—Gray, the Republican 
nominee for District Attorney of Santa 
Barbara county, assassinated Glancey, the 
editor of the Press, for denouncing him as 
a hoodlum and his nomination as one not 
fit to be made. And by that very act Gray 
justified the charge. The truth is that as 
the times go the fearless and independent 
press is about the only means of protection 
the public have left from disreputable par­ 
tisans who arc bent upon plunder. The 
Courts cannot take cognizance of the fact 
that bad men are put up by parties for 
office, the pulpit will not. and it remains 
for the press, and that alone, to call atten­ 
tion to their past acts, to hold the torch of 
light upon them, and to so arouse public 
opinion that the people may be protected 
in conscience, in character and in pocket. 
It has been proved, aside from the deed of 
murder itself, that Gray was a bad and 
dangerous citizen, unfit to hold any public 
position, and above all unqualified to be a 
public prosecutor. 
The Santa Barbara 
Press did simply its duty in the premises. 
It could not do less and retain its own 
self-respect. And for this its editor was 
murdered by this bad and worthless man.

T he M agnificent. M ausoleum C om pleted— 
A D etailed D escription. 


The monument erected in the City Ceme' 
tery, Sacramento, to the memory of the late 
M ark Hopkins is now completed. 
All th at 
remains to be done is to clear up the grounds 
and grade and ornament them. 
1 his monu­ 
ment is the largest and costliest on the I acific 
slope, and in its construction the best work 
known to the s to n e m a s o n art has been ap­ 
plied. 
I t is the judgment of experts th at for 
solidity and massiveness it is surpas-ed 
by no work in the United States, and has few 
if any equals. 
From beginning to end there 
has been spared neither money nor time to 
make the work complete, and to bring it as 
nearly to perfection as is possible to the skill 
of man. 
The work began on the cemetery 
grounds A pril 8,1879, and has been diligently 
prosecuted ever since, with as full a force of 
skilled workmen as could conveniently ha 
employed. 
To look upon the monument in 
its simplicity very few will realize its cost, 
or form any adequate conception of the labor 
employed upon it, or the skill applied to its 
construction. The very things caliiDg for the 
exercise of 
THE niGHEST SKILL 
In the constructor’s art aud f'»r the most 
careful execution, and the nicest calculation, 
are those things which do not appear by a 
mere view of the monument. 
Bo nicely is 
the work finished, that very few will, by 
looking upon it, understand the great diffi­ 
culty experienced in matching and fitting in 
such a structure 
polished stones one to 
another, and where there is not a single 
broken joint. 
N or does the exterior view of 
the tomb give any intimation of the fact th at 
all the stones, without exception, are doweled 
and jugaled together, as was done in building 
the Eddystone light-house, which means 
th at these massive blocks are held to place, 
one to the other, by a kind of gigantic dove­ 
tailing, by which they lock icto each other 
in a clasp so firm th at nothingshort of a fear­ 
ful earthquake can break them apart, or 
cause the slightest variation in the lines of 
the joints. 
Some of the stones in the tomb 
are of immense size. 
For instance, some of 
the rough blocks weighed no less than thirty- 
six tons, or 72,000 pouuds each. 
The north 
and south sides of the tomb proper are com­ 
posed of single blocks which, estim ated by 
the weight per cubic foot, weigh something 
like eighteen tons each. 
E ither one of the 
base courses will weigh about tw enty tons, 
and the fine roof blocks weigh about seven­ 
teen tons each. 
THE DESCRIPTION 
Of the tomb involves a careful measurement 
of all the pieces in the structure. I t is located 
upon a gentle inclination, near the sum m it of 
the highest knoll in the cemetery, and stands 
in the center of a plat 44 by 49 feet on the 
extreme boundaries. 
This plat is entirely 
inclosed by granite walls, aud the concrete 
foundation beneath the walls is 7 feet deep. 
On this concrete rests the boundary wall, 
which is of granite, and is crowned by a 
coping 
in 
fifteen-foot 
pieces 
2 feet 6 
inches in depth and 2 feet wide, and the 
whole is 
finished 
in ten 
cut, 
patent- 
hammei work. 
The style of the coping 
is Egyptian. 
The granite is from the Crys­ 
tal 
Lake quarries, in the Sierra Nevada 
mountains, not fa>- from Em igrant Gap. 
A t 
the corners of this inc’osure rise square gran­ 
ite posts, changing into octagon form, and 
finishing with round tops. 
Each post is 2 
feet 0 inches square by 3 feet 1!¿ inches high. 
On the west is one of the entrances to the 
plat, with a 9-foot opening, and approached 
by two granite steps rising to a granite plat­ 
form 5 feet 8 inches by 10 feet area, with but­ 
tresses inclosing the same 5 feet 2 inches long 
by a width of 1 foot 6 inches. 
A t each side 
of this entrance is a post similar in style and 
size to the posts at the corners of the plat, 
but the round tops are polished, and the top 
plane is somewhat larger in area. 
On these 
planes or beds rest two vases, each of highly 
polished 
ROCKY MOUNTAIN RED GRANITE, 
And each vase is three feet in hight, by two 
feet six inches at greatest diameter. 
Each 
vase is hollowed o at to a depth of over two 
feet, and fitted with a pipe in a hole drilled 
through the post and vase, by which moisture 
from the earth m ay be drawn up by the 
plants to be placed in the mouth of the vases. 
These vases are very handsome, and are su­ 
perior specimens of art. 
From the entrance 
platform the visitor by one step rises to a 
pirap ct walk, which extends entirely ar,mud 
the tomb, aud rests upon a concrete and ma­ 
sonry foundation nine feet deep. 
This para­ 
pet walk is four feet in width, and is com­ 
posed of the red granite, white Crystal L ike 
granite, 
and black granite in 
alternate 
courses, or bands, each polished, and the 
whole presenting an agreeable combination to 
the eye. T1 is parapet walk drops away in the 
four feet one inch, to form a shed for water. 
Passing around this walk, to the eastern 
entrance, which is upon the slope of the hill, 
it is found to he of like width with that on 
tlie west, but the approach is by eight graidte 
steps rising G and 1-1G inches each, or about 
44 feet in all. 
The finish is the same as at 
the western entrance, but the posts on this 
side end the wall, are, of course, deeper by 
1 foot 8 inches, and there is no platform or 
landing at the top of the steps. 
The railing 
and posts are jugaled togetiier, raised and 
sunk, and by this doweling are held firmly 
in position. 
All th - stone work in this wall, 
the steps, platform and posts is laid in P o rt­ 
land cement, ami pointed with a composition 
made of white lead and putty, the j -ints 
being made to match the color of the stone. 
It is probable that no better lai l wall than 
this i- to be f mnd in any monumental work 
on the continent. 
The visitor turns west, in 
his examination, to 


the Tour, 
Itself. 
In size it i- 20 feet 04 inches by 1G 
feet lo j inches, and 12 feet 04 inches in hight 
t i the ridge, or extreme upper point of the 
neiim ent—which is the triangular facing of 
the front , and is common to finished porti­ 
cos. 
From the base of the lower step to the 
top the monument is 18 feet in hight. 
The- 
m onument or tomb is a vault or sarcophagus ; 
its style of architecture, E gyptian. 
The en­ 
tire exterior of the tomb is built of Rocky 
M ountain rid granite, brought from a point 
about 15 miles from Fort Laramie, W y. T. 
The surface of the entire tomb is highly pol­ 
ished. 
Beginning a review of the structure 
a t toe we»t portal, which is 
the 
front 
proper, the 1 over base cour-e is found to rest 
on a 7-fo t foundation of concrete and 24 
feet i f masonry, and in the latter the stones 
ar- doweled and clamped together. 
This 
m ikes the foundation depth 94 feet. 
The 
bass course on the fronts of the tomb is 
composed of one complete stone, and each is 
IG feet 104 inches long, by 4 feet T¡¡ inches 
thick, by 3 feet 1, inches rise. 
Each of these 
stones has on the fronts a single polished 
raised panel. 1 f< it 8 inches wide with a m ar­ 
gin line of 44 inches. 
The quoins are of like 
finished stone, 4 feet 7v inches each, with 
pan-! forming with tho-e of the three inter 
m ediate blocks of each side when j dnted to­ 
gether, plumb 4 inch margins. Thus eight 
sPmes form the entire base course of the 
structure. 
This base course wishes back 1 
fo it 24 inches, rising 4 inc hes from the panel, 
and then rises with a 4-inch plinth to the 
hight of its bed, ami tlisn runs back with an 
inch chamfer to the base line of the die part. 
T he attention of the visitor now rise3 
TO THE DIE, 
By which is meant the main body of the sar­ 
cophagus, or tomb. 
On each of the fronts 
are two buttresses. Each at the base is 2 feet 
14 inches, and at the top 1 foot 7j inch*», aud 
thus each batters on the outer side and front 
G inctees in its full height of 5 feet G inches. 
The inner face is perpendicular, showing a 
recess of 1 foot 1 inch a t the base, and, of 
course, dropping back at the top as described. 
In each of these frontal recesses are three 
granite doors forming the front of the die 
part of the tomb. 
Each central door is 4 
feet 7 inches in width, o feet G inches in 
hight, and each of the side or flanking doors, 
are 2 feet 9 inches by 5 feet G ^ Each door 
lias a raised panel, forming a 4^inch margin, 
and washing back 1 | inches. 
'1 he panels are 
raised f of an inch and drop back so that 
when the doors are set together the m ar, ics 
form a chim her of a shajie like the letter \ . 
The central stone is inscribed : 
MARK HOPKINS, 
n I s D 
Ma r cii 
29, 
1878, 
Aged 64 Years. 
T h'se letter’ are chiseled in four sunken 
panels, and are raised, with polished faces, 
upon a ground of sparrow-pick work. 
L ath 
d mr rex's upon its lower base in a scotia or 
cove. 
The bottom edge of each door is made 
round, th at it may oscillate freely iu the cove 
as the doors are dropped from the top out­ 
ward. 
The doors shut back against the roof- 
etnne, and lock into it. 
The lock is au inge­ 
nious device, which it is not necessary now to 
describe. 
The sides of the die part consist 
each of a sim-le stone, 18 feet 3 inches at the 
base. by 
17 feet 3 
inches at the top, 
and 5 feet 6 inches high. The end of each 
stone shows the pilasters at the ends, de- 
scrilied in the sketch of the fronts of the 
tomb, and between which pilasters are the 
two frontal recesses. 
Each of these 
IMM.INHE SIDE BLOCKS 
Ha? a single raised panel 24 inches from the 
face, and each is 4 feet Í inch by IG feet 1 
inch. 
The panels risa- from the face three- 
quarters of an inch and then drop back 4 
inches, 
forming the 
lull 
hight 
of 
24 
inches. 
The top or roof of the tomb 
is 
composed 
of 
five 
stones, 
each 
15 feet 2 inches long, and covering the entire 
width of 13 feet 4 inches and the 17 feet 3 
inches of length, thus giving a projection all 
arennd of 10^ inches. 
The two stones which 
form the front are of pedim ent fjrm . 
S tart­ 


ing a t the top of the die, and following entire­ 
ly around it, is a half-round bead 44 inches 
thick, which projects about 3 inches. 
The 
cove above this is cf a 10J inch radius. 
This 
brings the eye to the base line of the pedi­ 
ment, which has a 3-inch chamfer with a half­ 
inch raised panel. 
On this panel is a sunken 
panel with a ground of sparrow-pick work, 
on which is chiseled, in raised 8 inch letters 
of polished face, the name 
MARK HOPKINS. 
This pediment rises from its bed ¡ins to its 
pedim ent Hue 2 feet 104 inzhea, and the ri>? 
the pediment has is 12 inches, rising to the 
center of the stone, which is 7 feet 7 inches 
from the corners, thus making an apex of 1 
foot. 
The cornice, running from one pedi­ 
m ent to the other, embraces five panels 
worked on the ends of each of the roof 
stones, aud they are in keeping with tlie other 
finish of the structure. 
The entire surface of 
the roof is highly polished. 
On opening the doors a t either end. or 
front, one comes UDonsix inner marble doors, 
three above and three below a shelf which 
divides the interior midway throughout hori­ 
zontally. 
These doors are put together with 
screws aud are moveable bodily. 
The in­ 
terior, or catacomb, is found to be divided 
off into six compartments at either end by 
slabs of white granite, forming grottos for 
the deposit of sixteen bodies, as four of these 
receptacles are double. 
The entire interior 
work is finely dressed, and there is a total 
absei.ee of ornamentation. 
All the inside 
work is doweled and jugaled together, as is 
indeed all the work of the tomb, as has been 
stated. 
Tlie ventilation of the sarcophagus 
is secured by an aperture three inches in 
diam eter 
opening 
to 
outer air on the 
sides of the parapet, or walk-way, 
into 
a channel which passes under the lower base 
course, and comes up through each of the di­ 
visions of the receptacles or grotccs. 
Above 
are apertures, three inches by one-quarter of 
an inch, cut out under the head of the roof 
stone—two on each side—and finished so as 
to be pleasing to the eye without disguising 
their purpose. 
Each of the roof stones is 
doweled at the joints to its neighbor, and 
grouted full of cement, so th at no w ater can 
possibly work its way in. 
COST. 
The entire structure was contracted to be 
erected for $50,000. 
Added to this was the 
cost of the immense, stones, furnishing the 
same, and their transportation. 
The con­ 
tractor paid only for quarrying and for mov­ 
ing the stones from tlie Sacramento depot to 
the cemetery, and the expense of this latter 
job was no less than $100 per stone. 
From 
this the actual cost of the structure may be 
conjectured, as the real figure is not now 
known. 
I t is estimated by some that, with 
two or three exceptions, beside the Capitol, 
this tomb m ust have cost more than any 
dwelling or public building in this city. 
The 
curious may desire to know how the great 
stones forming the doors are opened, and for 
such it is to be stated th at the process is to 
unscrew a brass nut, which conceals and pro­ 
tects the keyhole in each door, and which is 
located at the upper edge of each. 
This key­ 
hole is set in the face of a tube which runs 
back to the lock, and by the key mechanism 
is operated, which unbolts the door from the 
roof-stone. 
I t then stands at a perfect 
perpendicular, 
and 
a 
slight 
pull 
will 
tilt it 
outward, 
when 
it m ust be re 
ceived by a derrick rigged to support it, as it 
oscillates in the acotia or cove at its foot. 
The general idea of the construction of the 
tomb originated with A rthur Brown, of San 
Francisco ; the plans were drawn by W right 
& Sanders, of San Francisco. 
Mr. Brown 
had general supervision of the work ; John 
Lee, of San Francisco, was the contractor for 
the erection of the tomb, and was in personal 
charge of the work, and George Green, of 
Oakland, was the foreman in charge from the 
beginning to the day of its completion. 


BKIEF NOTES. 


O ld-T im e F aces.—Y esterday while some 
stowaway photograph materialp, left from 
the old Dickman gallery, now occupied by 
Leftwich, on J street, were being overhauled, 
a large group photograph was found of the 
Confidence Engine No. 1 Fire Company of 
Sacramento, taken in 1859 by Dickman. 
There were fourteen members composing the 
hi mi p any, whose names, so far as known, are 
as follows : 
A. -T. Rhoad’, Foreman, still in 
Sacram ento; George W. Langville, Assistant 
Foreman, died in San Francisco on his way 
to the States in about 18G4 ; -Tames LansiDg 
and Leonard H arriq still Sacram entans; 
Jam es H. Moore, afterwards D eputy Sheriff, 
died on the steam er while en route East, 
about four years ago; W illiam Bruen. after­ 
wards Chief Engineer of the Fire D epart­ 
ment at Portland, Oregon, died last year at 
th at place; Curtis ((lark, W ats>u Nichols 
and Charles 1’. O'Neill, now residing in San 
Francisco; Thomas Rooney, killed in the 
“ B an k ” at the corner of Second and K 
streets in 18G2or 1803; Fred. 1). Tyrell, died 
in this city about nine years since. 
The 
names of the remaining three members could 
not be ascertained. 
The picture wax evi­ 
dently well taken, for its date, and is in a 
good state of preservation. 
The members 
are formed in two rows in a semi circle, those 
in front sitting, and two large dogs, which, it 
is said, always ran to fires with the compauy, 
lie upon the fl jor in the foreground.

Sixth, and is to be presented to the Exem pt
